Korea that morale 
was high in the First Division, 
despite its gruelling 12-day run- 
ning fight against overwhelming 
odds and the fact that the divis- 
ion’s “infantry regiments now av- 
erage less than 70 per cent 
strength.” Gen Cates’ announce- 
ment added that “other units of 
the division are not badly hurt,” 
but this apparently was lost sight 
of in the rush of reporters to get 
off bulletins saying the First Di- 
vision had suffered 30 per cent 


losses. 

This piece of simple, if slight- 
ly erroneous, arithmetic logically

IN U.S. EQUALS $1865 
FOR EACH RESIDENT 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (UP) 
—Want to bail your .govern- 
mental system out of the red? 
To do that would take $1865 from 
every citizen, big, little, old and 
young, the Census Bureau re- 
ported today. 

The figure represents the per 
person amount of the $281,000,- 
000,000 debt against federal, state 
and local governments as of June 
30 this year. 

It is not a record but it claims 
the No. 2 spot at some $4,300,- 
000,000 under the 1946 high. 

By far the bulk of the debt is 
against the federal government. 
The federal debt as of June 30 
was $257,400,000,000. With that 
goes a record high of $23,600,- 
000,000 in state and local gov- 
ernment debts, half again above 
the 1946 postwar low and well 
above the prewar highs. 

The debt against the federal 
government is expected to start 
getting bigger with emergency 
spending programs now being 
planned.

The awards came from. the 
Treasury, which has jurisdiction 
over the Secret Service and White 
House guards. 

A gold medal for “exceptional 
civilian service” went to Coffelt’s 
widow. Two identical medals went 
to the two other White House 
policemen, Joseph H. Downs, who 
was shot in the stomach, and 
Donald T, Birdzell, who now has 
to walk with a cane because of 
a bullet-shattered kneecap. 

There were three other awards, 
silver, lapel buttons, for “meri- 
torious civilian service.” They

Shot in the right leg Nov. 28, 
Siebert later grabbed a carbine 
and helped fight off an attack on 
an improvised aid station where 
he had been put. 

“They got me here on Dec. 2,” 
he said, pointing to a bullet 
wound in the other leg. “That 
was when we were being evacu- 
ated by truck to the airstrip and 
my truck got stopped at a road- 
block. There was no one to give 
us medical treatment, so I made 


a tourniquet to stop the bleed- 
ing. I left it on for two days, 
because the bleeding started 
again when I loosened it once.” 
The foot was swollen to twice 
its normal size and had turned 
black back to the instep. 

“The Chinese shot me again in 
the shoulder during that same 
three days,” he said. “The only 
reason they didn’t kill us all was 
that we played dead. I crawled 
the last 300 yards across the ice 
of the reservoir to’'a Marine aid 
station. They flew me out the 
next morning.” 

Except when answering direct 
questions, the “Reservoir” sur- 
vivors had little to say. Others 
among the wounded talked for 
a bit after the nurse put out the 
lights—it still was several hours 
before daybreak. 

One of the voices spoke a few 
sentences musingly in Japanese 
and added: “That means ‘There’s 
plenty of good men still back 
there at that reservoir that won’t 
ever come out.’”

Americans on the home front 
are “far behind the events in Ko- 
rea” in their reluctant attitude 
toward the “urgent necessity” of 
immediate, total mobilization, Col. 
Daniel H. Hundley, chief of the 
civil historical division of Gen. 
MacArthur’s staff in Tokyo, said 
on his arrival here yesterday. 

Col. Hundley, a native _ St. 
Louisan, left Japan Thursday and 
is visiting his family at 6655 
Kingsbury boulevard, University 
City, before going on to Washing- 
ton, D.C., where he will enter 
Walter Reed Hospital for treat- 
ment of an ear ailment. 

“I am very much disturbed 
about the lack of mental rearma- 
ment among people at home,” Col. 
Hundley said. “Many times dur- 
ing the past few days i: have 
heard the words, ‘I hope you 
don’t have to go back,’ and ‘I 
don’t want any part of a new war 
—let somebody else do it.’ 

Time to Face Facts. 

“It is time we faced the facts. 
Somebody will ‘have to go back,’ 
and that somebody will have to 
be the American people. Wheth- 
er we like it or not we must pre- 
pare, and prepare as fast as we 
can, for what may be a third 
world war.” 

Col. Hundley, who taught mo- 
bilization strategy at the Com- 
mand and General Staff School 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., be- 
fore going to Japan, said that 
physical. mobilization, in contrast 
to “our slow mental and moral 
awakening,” appears to be pro- 
gressing at a “logical and satis- 
factory rate.” 

“We can’t take men out of ci- 
vilian industry before we have the 
guns, trucks and other materiel 
of war for them to use,” he ex- 
plained. ‘There are similar rea- 
sons, just as elementary, for not 
converting our factories overnight 
to war production.” 

No Hysteria Encountered. 
The Colonel said he has 
countered no fear or hysteria 
since his return to this country. 
He diagnosed the “reluctance to 
face the facts’ as mostly a case 
of shock.

| Officials concede that some of 
| this intelligence may be harmless, 
or may be available in other 
countries.

HEN high and trusted officers have made disastrous errors, 
the right policy is not to raise an outcry of defense and blame. 
The right policy is to find out what actually happened, and to 


see how the same mistakes can be avoided in the future. 


The dif-

civilian subordinates, the Joint Chiefs of Staff and Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur should be thus examined, coolly and calmly. 


The first problem is to isolate 
the error that produced the 
disaster... This was, undoubtedly, 
the “home by Christmas” offen- 
sive ordered by Gen. MacArthur 
last month. Our small and divided 
forces were bound, from the first, 
to suffer shattering reverses in 
this operation if they encountered 
serious opposition. On the other 
hand, if our forces had con- 
solidated and dug themselves into 
strongly fortified positions on the 
narrow neck of Korea, where air 
power, tanks and artillery could 
have played their proper roles, 
we could have hoped to inflict a 
bloody defeat on any attacking 
Chinese army, however numerous. 

What is now seen as the wrong 
decision, to launch the “home by 
Christmas” offensive, was reached 
after and in spite of the appear- 
ance of the first Chinese units in 
the Korean fighting. This first 
sudden appearance of Chinese 
troops in Korea, in October, 
caused immeasurably more con- 
cern in Washington than in Tokyo. 

Warnings to Washington. 

In Washington, the gravest 
warnings were received from Brit- 
ish intelligence about the Chi- 
nese capabilities and intentions.

Upholding the Law 


It was like the sun breaking through the murk 
hovering around the Bill of Rights when the 
United States Supreme Court unanimously ruled 
that neither judge nor grand jury has the right 
to demand a confession of Communist affiliation. 

Speaking for the Court, Mr. Justice Black 
said that, with the Smith Act in force, a witness 
admitting such a connection would be liable to 
criminal presecution. The answer would be self- 
incrimination. And the Constitution guarantees 
to every person the privilege of refraining from 
self-incrimination. Therefore, the exercise of this 
privilege cannot be punished as contempt. 

In short, the Supreme Court has refused to be 
influenced by the more hysterical fear-mongers 
of these troubled times. It has refused to deviate 
from the law for the sake of defending the 
law. It has refused to set aside a principle 
which it has been asserting since the days of 
Chief Justice Marshall. 

It should be carefully noted that the Court 
did not express itself on the validity of the 
Smith Act or the legality of Communist party 
membership. In reversing the contempt conyic- 
tion of Mrs. Patricia Blau of Denver, the Court 
said no more than that admission of a Com- 
munist connection would have given her reason- 
able cause to fear that crimiral charges might 
be brought against her. The Court did not sav 
whether such charges could be well grounded 
in the law. That is the big question which it 
may be asked to decide before long. 

While the decision does not judge fhe Smith 
Act, it does seem to have wider effects. It 
scems to strike down the registration provisions 
of the McCarran Internal Security Act. Justice 
Department lawyers admit that revistration as 
a Communist under this law would amount to 
self-incrimination. 

The Government lawyers also expressed the 
opinion that the decision would affect the cases 
of those persons who have been cited for con- 
temnt of Congress because of refusal to answer 
similar -questions. This does not necessarily 
follow—especially since the Court refused to 
review the contempt conviction of the so-called 
“Hollywood Ten.” Of course, they appealed on 
broader grourds.than that of self-incrimination. 

Even so, there should be fewer efforts hence- 
forth to induce witnesses to give up their con- 
stitutional rights under the threat of sentencing 
them for contempt. This is a poor way of 
administering justice or of getting at facts It 
smacks too much of the Inquisition and the 
Star Chamber. 

The fact that this ruling was handed down 
in connection with the case of. an alleged 
Communist is purely cojncidental. The Court, 
we are sure, has no more respect for Com- 
minist doctrines and Communist activities than 
has the great body of the American people. 
The point is that there are effective ways of 
exposing and punishing subversive activities. 
The short cut of setting aside the Constitution 
is not to be countenanced. The precedent would 
be much too dangerous.

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A Rider That Failed 

Senator Knowland’s effort to enmesh help 
for Yugoslavia with help for Chiang Kai-shek 
follows a Congressional pattern of ancient if not 
honorable standing—tying together two essen- 
tially unrelated matters in order to force the 
Administration to accept one if it would have 
the other. 

This practice, obnoxious enough in domestic 
matters, can be downright dangerous when it 
is applied to international affairs. There it is 
especially important that each issue be con- 
sidered on its own merits. 

Fortunately the Senate, by the perilously 
narrow margin of four votes, insisted that the 
two questions be kept separate. The House now 
should follow suit. If it does so, it almost cer- 
tainly will also follow the Senate’s lead in 
approving by a wide margin expenditure of 
$50,000,000 to buy food for Tito’s hard-pressed 
Yugoslavs. ' :

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Too Little Progress 

Weeks have followed weeks, and still there is 
no final agreement among the Western Allies 
on the defense of Western Europe. Now the 
Atlantic Pact foreign ministers are to try again. 
Such a meeting on the highest political level is 
urgently needed. 

For the reports are that the West is planning 
for the inclusion of German combat teams in-a 
Western European army without any essential 
change in West Germany’s status. The Germans 
will not accept any such arrangement. Their 
dissatisfaction with the plan they made abun- 
dantly clear in the recent elections in Hesse, 
Wuerttemberg-Baden and Bavaria. French De- 
fense Minister Jules Moch’'s current tour of the 
French zone is not likely-to change their minds. 

The essential conditions for German agree- 
ment to participate are still the same—firm 
Western, particularly American, commitments to 
back up West Germany in the event of trouble 
with the East, and ‘equality of status for West 
Germans, psychologically and politically as well 
as militarily. y 

The first requirement cannot be. met effec- 
tively until the outcome in Korea becomes 
clearer than it is now, for increased Allied 
troops in Germany are needed. But a start can 
be, and is being, made. As to the problem of 
equality of status, however, no discernible 
progress has been made in recent weeks. This 
despite the fact that a possible partial solution, 
the Schuman plan for the pool of coal and 
steel, is at hand, waiting to be put into eff 

The longer the delay in beginning the - 
man plan's operations, the less likelihood that 
the plan can be made to operate well, or can 
produce the benefits it should. Ruhr industrial- 
ists, for example, are circulating a report that 
Lorraine i are busily forming a 
gigantic super-cartel now, so that the cartel will 
be in effect before the Schuman plan’s prohibi- 
tion against any further mergers becomes law. 
Whether this report is true or not, it indicates

15 Cents a Ride 


The 3-cent increase in St. Louis transit fares 
will hardly be popular with bus and streetcar 
riders, but in the long run two other aspects 
of the Missouri Public Service Commission or- 
der may prove more important to the public. 

A fare increase of some kind has seemed 
inevitable since the Public Service Co. agreed 
to wage increases. The commission felt that 
the company had proved a case for higher fares, 
based on higher costs, and granted the same 
basic 15-cent fare that exists in Chicago and 
Kansas City. But on two points the commission 
strongly opposed the company's appeal. 

First, the commission rejected the company’s 


- request for extra zone fares, and ignored Mayor 


Darst’s unlamented “bargain” offer of a kind 
of tri-zonal system. 

These zone fares would have meant higher 
costs to the public, and beyond that, would have 
added new arbitrary barriers to the flow of 
traffic in the metropolitan area. No good case 
has been made for such balkanization of travel. 

Secondly, the commission restored a weekly 
pass, now to be called a “permit card.” These 
cards will sell for $1, with 5 cents extra for 
each ride. Use of the pass would save 10 cents 
a ride after the first 10 rides. 

The weekly pass not only was popular with 
riders, but stimulated use of the transit lines. 
The company has been losing passengers heav- 
ily, and the Public Service Commission rebuked 
the company sharply for its refusal to offer any 
means of promoting more riding. For as travel 
fell off, the cost had to be spread more and 
more heavily among the remaining riders. 

We hope that the “permit cards” will at least 
indicate a way to reverse the trend. A healthy 
transit system is essential to a healthy urban 
community, and there is nothing healthy about 
a cycle of higher fares, reduced riding and 
curtailed service. 


No Doubt of the Emergency 

Since there is no doubt whatever that the 
country faces an emergency, we see no reason 
why the President should not proclaim it. 

A declaration to this effect is said to be 
under preparation at the White House. Tech- 
nically, it will give the President certain powers 
for which statutory authority is now lacking. 
But in view of the wide powers already author- 
ized, and the additional latitude given the Pres- 
ident by the doctrine of “inherent” executive 


power, the purpose of the proclamation will 


be more psychological than otherwise. 

Evidently it is intended to dramatize the need 
for united action and possibly to prepare the 
public for invocation of price-wage controls or 
other steps. 

Do the people need to be prepared? We have 
felt for some time that they were ahead 
of the White House, particularly in respect to 
price controls. 

As a nation we have two overriding responsi- 
bilities—to increase production rapidly, effi- 
ciently, and continuously, so that a great step-up 
in armaments can be quickly achieved; and to 
prevent that process from engendering a dis- 
astrous inflation. The people are strongly back 
of both objectives, and can be expected to sup- 
port a proclamation of emergency if the White 
House considers one necessary. 
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_ Another Try for Peace 


It is for peace that Western troops are fight- 
ing in Korea. And it is for peace that Western 
diplomats are arguing in the United Nations. 
But there is another possible route to peace, 
which the West has ignored far too long. 

That road is direct negotiation with the Krem- 
lin, which the United States, Britain and France 
now are about to explore again. A three-power 
note is to be sent to Moscow, seeking to begin 
discussions preparatory to another Big Four con- 
ference. Quite properly, it is proposed that 
the discussions should include the widest possi- 
ble range of the existing points of disagreement 
between East and West. 

Unfortunately, there is no assurance that the 
Kremlin will agree to talk, despite the fact that 
the original initiative came from Moscow. Rus- 
~‘9 emlv seid it wanted to discuss Germany. and 
negotiations about Germany alone could be 
worse than futile. For what must be done in 
Germany, with Germany and by Germany now 
is dependent upon the much larger struggle 
between East and West. 

There is even less possibility that agreement 
can be reached if all-inclusive discussions are 
held. But there is a possibility, nonetheless, 
and it is an encouraging sign that the West 
again is ready to try direct negotiation. 
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Navajo on Haystack Mountain 

There is a singular inappropriateness about 
sO many occurrences that occur nowadays. No- 
body, we suppose, can have failed to observe 
it. For instance, St. Louis countians are reas- 
sured to learn that a flare and a bang Sunday 
evening was a mere exploding meteor. Time 
was when a celestial body blowing to bits in 
one’s back yard would have constituted cause 
for possible alarm to some people. 

But the most spectacularly inappropriate event 
of recent months, we would think, occurred on 
Haystack Mountain, in New Mexico, last July, 
and has only now become public knowledge. There 
a Navajo Indian with the—to begin with— singu- 
larly inappropriate name of Paddy Martinez 
made a discovery. What he found was none of 
the objects that would have been appropriate 
to the person (like a wild animal’s track) or 
the place (like a needle). 

Paddy Martinez’ discovery was an outcropping 
of some 10,000,000 tons of uranium - yielding 
rock. We hate to imagine the shock a thing like 
that would have been to an admirer of Nature. 
American Indians, .and discoveries, like James 
Fenimore Cooper. The noble aborigine (we can 
just hear Mr. Cooper spinning the yarn now) 
proceeded, with stately tread, at a distance of 
approximately 50 paces in advance of the party 
of whites. Before him unfolded the matchless 
panorama of Haystack Mountain, a scene replete 
with primitive splendor. As he strode with the 
effortless grace of the red man, his quick eye 
caught a glint of metal no bigger than a gnat’s 
heel a quarter of a mile in the distance. Hasten- 
ing to the spot with the simple guilelessness 
of a true son of Nature, he ascertained that the 
glint was carnotite-bearing rock, worth $5 to 
$15 a ton and capable of blowing a large portion 
of the human race to kingdom come.

The Price of Partnership

Britain must hold to two principles in world crisis, London weekly. 
states; one is to cling fast to American alliance; other is to 
help contain Communism without fighting major war; questions 
Gen. MacArthur and sees grave danger in Republican attitude.

It is worth while to bring out for re- 

examination the basic principles of inter- 
national affairs that are at issue in the 
present crisis. The first of these is to 
remember that the object of the endeavor 
in which the nations of the free world are 
now united is to contain Russian imperial- 
ism without having to fight another world 
war. 
This is the objective—not to defeat Rus- 
sia (for that could not be done without a 
war) and still less to defeat Communist 
China. In relation to 
this objective, Korea 
is of only accidental 
and incidental im- 
portance. Any moral 
obligations to South 
Korea were fully dis- 
charged when the 
thirty-eighth paral- 
lel was reached. 

Of operations be- 
yond that parallel, 
the question to be 
asked is this—do 
they or do they not 
assist in the major 
objective of contain- 
ing Russian imperi- Clemenceau 


alism without a world war? Beside that, 
nothing else matters, and if the campaign 
has been so handled that the pride or 
honor of the United Nations or of the 
United States has become involved in 
doing something that weakens the free 
nations relative to Russia, then it has been 
disastrously badly handled, no matter how 
much territory has been occupied. 


If this is the position—as it appears to 
be—then the right course is to seize every 
opportunity of disengagement from the 
entanglement. To do so is not weakness; 
it is the elementary common sense of con- 
serving strength for the main purpose. 

The other main principle is to cling fast 
to the American alliance, It is a great 
achievement that the United States and 
the British Commonwealth are in active 
alliance and working together as they have 
never done before in time of technical 
peace. For better or for worse, the Amer- 
ican and the British peoples are tied to- 
gether, and those who wish it to be for 
the better should do what they can to 
make it a harmonious partnership. 

But a partnership will work very much 
better if there is real agreement between 
the members, and it must be said in can- 
dor that there is unhappiness in this coun- 


try, and throughout Western Europe, about 
two aspects of American policy. 


The first can best- be expressed by ask- 
ing whether the campaign in Korea, as it 
has developed, has sufficiently kept in 
view the United Nations’ wider purpose. 
That purpose is not to win a complete vic- 
tory in the Far East, except in so far as 
the winning of a victory helps to contain 
Russia all over the world. 


There is real doubt whether Gen. Mac- 
Arthur sees that point.. As a soldier, his 
reputation stands very high all over the 
world. But, it is very true, as Clemenceau 
said, that war is too serious a matter to 
be left to the generals. 


To say this is not, of course, in any way 
to excuse the clear aggression of the Chi- 
nese Communists. So wild is their temper 
now revealed to be that the present direct 
clash could not perhaps in any event have 
been avoided. But so vital is it to avoid 
a major entanglement in /Asia that every- 
thing possible should have been done to 
avoid it—and certainly everything possible 
was not done. 


The other cause of apprehension is the 
political situation which has arisen in 
Washington. A section of the Republican 
party, aided by Chiang Kai-shek’s lobby, 
has been conducting a campaign against 
Mr. Acheson and the State Department 
with charges of weakness and appeasement 
towards Communism, and has appeared to 
be rewarded by the electors for so doing. 


The influence of this section of opinion 
is difficult to assess, but this much can be 
said for certain—that in the degree to 
which it becomes domihant, to that same 
degree the State Department,is prohibited 
from using any method of, resolving the 
Far Eastern tangle other than the use of 
force. 

This attitude, as is now clear, makes a 
major war in the East highly probable. 
And that, in its turn, would make it safer 
for Russia to aggress anywhere and every- 
where else in the world. 

There is no doubt whatever that, in the 
grave crisis that has arisen, America can 
count upon British support. There is also 
no doubt in London that Mr. Truman and 
Mr. Acheson, if they can pursue the policy 
they wish to, will combine firmness and 
prudence in the right proportions. What 
the world is anxiously waiting for is some 
sign that the American political system 
can once again, as often in the past, evince 
unity and strength in danger.

THE MAN WHO SOLD THE MOON, by Robert A. 

Heinlein, (Shasta Publishers, 288 pgs., $3.) 

There is one aspect of science fiction 
that is seldom considered, and yet it poses 
one of the largest problems for the author. 
That is the necessity of establishing simply 
and unobtrusively the background of the 
story, both geographical and cultural. If 
a detective story writer sets his story in 
New York he doesn’t feel obligated to tell 
the reader what New York looks like or 
how most of the people act and think. He 
assumes the reader knows. But if a science 
fiction writer decides to base his story on 
a colony of earthmen living on Ganymede, 
largest of Jupiter’s moons, in the year 
2793 A.D., he has a big job before he 
even starts the story’s action. What does 
Ganymede look like, how do the people 
live, how did they get to Ganymede, what 
is the socio-political status, what techno- 
logical changes have been made, and 
so on. If the author tries to solve this 
background problem by writing in a three- 

page introduction to 
his. short story he 1s 
going to find very 
few readers and 
even fewer sympa- 
thetic editors.

PROBLEM STUDIED 
‘BY SENATE GROUP 


ENGINEER URGES 
LEGIOLATION FOR 


Subcommittee Called to|Says City-County Plan

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP) — 
Senators drafting a national pro- 


gram to protect civilians from 
atomic bombs delved today into 
the $2,250,000,000 question of 
what kind of shelters should be 
built. 

A Senate Armed Services sub- 
committee, working against time 
to write a civil defense bill be- 
fore the present short session of 
Congress ends Jan. 3, met to 
consider the shelter problem. 


The Atomic Energy Commission 
recently said casualties from 
atomic attack could be reduced 
considerably by getting under 
cover, no matter how slight. 

Chairman Kefauver (Dem.), 
Teinessee, said part of the hear- 
ing would be conducted behind 
closed doors, indicating that the 
Senators plan to base some of 
their calculations on secret atomic 
or other military information. 

The civil defense program now 
before Congress estimates the cost 
of shelters as $1,225,000,000 to the 
Federal Government and an equal 
amount to the states. 

This is admittedly not much 
more than a guess. It has not 
been determined how many shel- 
ters will be needed, or where they 
will be built, or what kind they 
should be. 

Studies are being made, but two 
Governors, Frank J. Lausche of 
Ohio and Val Peterson of Nebras- 
ka, asked the subcommittee yes- 
terday not to hold up the whole 
$3,100,000,000 civil defense pro- 
gram while the shelter problem is 
being worked out. 

Lausche, president of the Coun- 
cil of State Governments, and 
Peterson came here from a Chi- 
cago meeting of Governors.

Sanitary sewers under a met- 
ropolitan district as proposed to 
the Bi-State Development Agency 
would cost between $6 and $10 a 
year for each family in areas 
served until bonds were paid off, 
Hymen Shifrin, consulting en- 


gineer, told officials of St. Louis 
and St. Louis county at a meeting 
last night. 
Shifrin, of the firm of Horner 
& Shifrin, outlined plans for an 
over-all city-county agency as pro- 
posed in a report to the Bi-State 
Agency, made public Saturday. 
The meeting, in St. Louis County 
Courthouse at Clayton, was attend- 
ed by about 75 persons, including 
representatives of county sewer 
districts, the County Planning 
Commission and the new County 
Council. 
One of the chief administrative 
problems in forming a city-county 
district, Shifrin acknowledged, 
would be integration of the city’s 
system into the over-all program. 
Question on Reimbursement. 
Frank J. McDevitt, president of 
the St. Louis Board of Public 
Service, had askec whether St. 
Louis would be reimbursed for its | 
sewers if they were taken over by | 
an over-all agency. 
“This is a hard nut to crack,” 
Shifrin replied. “Giving oz cred- 
its along that line would create 
an insurmountable problem. The 
problem is not peculiar to St. 
Louis—other cities have met and 
solved similar problems.” 

Urges Legislation. 
Shifrin emphasized the need, 
regardless of the type of organ- 
ization, for a 


trict’s assessed valuation andthe 
amount of bonded indebtedness 
which could be incurred for 
sewers. 

Legislation also should be 
adopted, similar to that in many 
states, permitting issuance of | 


‘palsy walsy—as the as the outfit 
were refitting in rest areas.

An 
American doughboy hated to 
have his life dependent on 
whether his Oriental buddy knew 
enough to give him covering at 

the right moment. 

There were numerous cases of 
outstanding stubborn and heroic 
fighting by these Korean volun- 
teers. There were other cases 
where they broke and ran. 
“They largely have just taken 
up space,” said one veteran com- 
mander who had been among the 
first to welcome the buddy system. 
“We have tried to get these Ko- 
reans to fight with American 
equipment and most of them just 
don’t have enough mechanical 
sense yet. 

“To try to integrate them with 
American army is a waste of time. 
They understand only force and 
it goes against the grain to use 
the degree of force they under- 
stand. 

“It is all right to say we should 
educate them up to our level. 
That's fine—but you cah't do it 
in wartime.” 

That is a fair summary of how 
most troop leaders feel about the 
integration program. 

The result is that the buddy 
system has been quietly shelved. 


G.I1.S ON WAY BACK 
TO ALASKA END UP 
IN KOREA BY ERROR 


SEATTLE, Dec. 12 (AP) — The 
Army revealed today that two sol- 
diers, trying to get back to their 
Alaskan post after a leave, wound 
up fighting in Korea because of 


an error. 

Pfc. Jack Wilson was home at 
Kenton, O., on 45 days re-enlist- 
ment leave. Wilson stopped at 
Fort Lawton, Seattle, on his way 
back to Ejielson, Alaska, to ar- 
range transportation. 

At the same time, Pvt. Arlie 
Evans of Berkley Springs, W.Va., 
also from Wilson's outfit, arrived. 

A sergeant glanced at their pa- 
pers and shot them into the Alas- 
ka file—he thought. Instead they 
landed in a file of soldiers being 
processed for Korea. 

A few days later, on Oct. 10, 
Evans and Wilson were enroute 
to the war zone via Japan with 
other soldiers. They said they pro- 
tested but Col. Milton W. Witt at 
Fort Lawton says every officer 
connected with the case swears 
the pair never opened their 
mouths except to eat. 

Wilson soon was assigned to an 
anti-aircraft battalion at Pyong- 
yang and even got a battlefield 
promotion to corporal.- Then of- 
ficers discovered the error and 
30 days later Wilson was returned 
to Eielson. 

From Korea Evans was sent to 
Yokohama, where a replacement 
depot sérgeant got hold of his 
papers and, presto, he was back 
in Korea. They got him out of 
there again this week and he is 
in Yokohama now.

About 55 per cent of St. Louis 
county’s record high tax bill of 
$26,255,608 for 1950 will go for 
the support of the county’s 48 
school districts, the annual tax 
abstract filed by County Clerk 
Leo E. Sievers indicated yester- 
day. 

Of the total bill, $14,086,492 
represents the county’s total po- 


tential collection from taxes on 
real and personal property, with 
the schools’ share of this figure 
coming to $9,228,726, also a new 
high. School taxes will be dis- 
tributed after collection on thé 
basis of the school tax existing 
in each district. 

In addition, the schoo! districts 
will receive $820,655 of the $1,- 

- 530,658 bill charged to railroads 
and certain utilities, as well as 
$406,566 of the $638,460 potential 
collection from the merchants’ 
and manufacturers’ tax. 

School Increase $1,000,000. 

The total county tax bill is 
$1,471,692 in excess of the $14,- 

783,916 assessed last year, with 
the increase being reflected 
chiefly by a rise of about $1,000,- 
000 in the charge for schools. 
Last year’s school taxes totaled 
$8,198,232. 

University City school district, 
which has assessed its taxpayers 
$1,247,168, will receive the great- 
est slice of school revenue. The 
total for Webster Groves will Le 
$1,042,766 and for Normandy, 
$851,890. 

Other school districts and the 
amounts they expect when collec- 
tions have been distributed: 
Ladue, $424,589: Maplewood, 
$562,131; Ritenour, $586,023; 
Wellston, $183,119; Brentwood, 
$223,150, and Clayton, $789,213. 

Under the schedule, the county 
itself would receive $4,375,465 for 
all purposes. But of that total, 
the county’s operating fund would 
get only slightly in excess of 
$1,370,366, the remainder going, 
among other things, for roads, 
support of the county hospital 
and health center, and retirement 
of road, hospital, courthouse and 
jail bonds. 

Distribution of Assessment. 

The bills were based on an as- 
sessment of $265,181,520 on 177,- 
837 town lots; $59,367,550 on 251,- 
107 acres of farm land; $66,982,- 
710 in personal property; $11,659,- 
908 on property of railroads and 
utilities, and $2,426,584 on inven- 
tories of merchants and manufac- 
turers. 

The county tax rate for all pur- 
poses is 96 cents on the $100 of 
property valuation, with 35 cents 
of this total earmarked for gen- 
eral operations, 30 cents for roads, 
12 cents for the hospital, 4 cents 
for the health center and the rest 
for bond retirement.

“One eminent scientist accused 
me of ‘tottering the bedrock of 
Phi Beta Kappa’—until I remind- 
ed him that I wasn’t the guy who 
had HOCKED the keys.” 


Fix It Yourself

AYBE there are certain de- 
M sieners and architects who are 

satisfied that the present-day 
window is a model of efficiency 
and simplicity, but we aren't. We 
think most windows are a great 
big pain in the neck. Windows 
stick; the sash cord breaks, peo- 
ple heave bricks through the glass 
and often when the window is 
— water seeps in neverthe- 
ess. 


When water comes in through a 
closed window the chances are 
10 to 1 that it’s coming in through 
tiny little cracks in the window 
frame. What you do is to get an 
ice pick or something else with a 
sharp point and clean out all the 
little joints between sections of 
the frame. 


There are a good many of these 
joints and you should clean every- 
one you can find. Now get some 
white lead and force this into 
these joints.. Work it in as deep 
as you can. 


After this, repaint the window 3 


frame nd all should be well. 
Sometimes these little seams be- 
tween sections of the frame are 
so small that you can’t get the 
white lead in, but that doesn’t 
mean that water can’t enter. What 
you do here is to take some ex- 
terior white lead paint and pour 
it into these seams.

Playing ‘Canasta to Win | 


By Albert H. Morehead 


ANASTA is not a game of 

mathematics, and the accom- 

plished mathematician does not 
necessarily have any advantage 
over the player who’s not quite 
sure that two and two make four. 
But some simple arithmetic will 
often guide you to the proper 
play. 


Suppose you hold this hand: 


Both sides need 90, no one has - 


melded, and a large discard pile 
has built up. Normally we would 
advise melding all your sets, be- 
cause you do not have a good 
hand. You hope your partner can 
build up a canasta and permit you 
to go out before the opponents 
get started. 

But the player who held the 
hand was not so conservative. He 
wanted to play on and try to get 
the discard pile for himself. So his 


and this is due to the window 
being out of kilter — probably 
banged around before it was in- 
stalled. Best thing to do here is 
weatherstrip around the sash. This 
should furnish a pretty good seal 
between sash and frame. 


only question was, what should 
he discard? 

He had little to go on; most of 
the discards were in low cards. 
No king or queen had been dis- 


carded. One nine and one eight 


had been discarded. 


On the strict mathematical 
basis his best discard would be 
a king or a nine. With only four 
kings and four nines unaccounted 
for, his left-hand opponent was 
less likely to have a pair in one 
of these ranks than to have a 
pair of queens or eights. 


The next question was, “Should 
he discard a king or a nine?” To 
discard the king would mean 
giving up a canasta base of four 
natural cards. To discard the nine 
would mean giving up his ability 
to make a 90 point initial meld 
from his hand in case he might 
want to do that on the next round. 
And if an opponent were to pick 
up the discard pile, he might 
very well want to meld. 


Usually it pays to hold on to 
the minimum point count you 
need for the initial meld. For 
this reason the player saved all 
three of his nines and parted 
with one of his kings.

One pound candied pineapple, 
cut into thin wedges; one-half 
pound candied citron, cut into 
thin strips; one-fourth pound cit- 
ron, cut into thin strips; one- 
eighth pound candied lemon peel,

North’s jump raise was a dis- 
tinct stretch, particularly as a 
free bid, but the final contract 
was quite within reason. - 

West had a difficult choice of 
opening leads. A heart lead would 
have made matters easy for 
South, and even a spade lead 
would have given him a fine 
chance—he would merely have 
had to play a low diamond from 
dummy toward his own jack, to 
get two discards on dummy’s dia- 
monds; or if East held out the 
king, South would lose one heart 
trick but no diamonds. Actually, 
however, West made a perfect 
selection: he led the diamond 
eight. 

Declarer properly ducked the 
opening lead in dummy — and 
East went wrong. He put up the 
diamond king, and after that, 
successful defense was impos- 
sible. South won East’s heart 
return with the ace, laid down 
a high trump and saw the break, 
and could easily enter dummy 
by ruffing a spade, pick up East’s 
club queen, cash the diamond 
jack, and discard two hearts on 
the ace-queen of diamonds. 

It was difficult for East to 
visualize the exact position of 
cards, but close analysis would 
have dictated a duck at the first 
trick. Surely, on South’s leap to 
the slam, he could scarcely have 
four diamonds to thé jack, and 
hence it was hopeless to play 
West for a singleton. South might 
of course have only the blank 
jack of diamonds, but even so, 
if East played the king, South 
could undoubtedly make excellent 
use of the two discards he would 
then have in dummy. If East had 
made the ducking play, South 
would have had to lose two heart 
tricks. 


In scoring this “entirely new 
war” there is no avoiding the 
grim fact that double-headers in 
battle are not divided. It’s only 
the second half that counts.
